who .ipeaks Kiiulish like one uf our cuuiiiiy- 
moti, iiiul writes iMigli^h with ton times moro 
correclntjss than ninety men in ilio hiiudrcJ 
of us, but wlio cannot fur the life ofhini, 
imitate our iiiodo uf wtiiiii;;. 1 have also 
heard of a Souteh youlli who was carefully 
edncated in this uouutryj and for oighteen 
years of his life mi.vad exclusively with 
Froiicli people, but wliu, tluiii);li liu hail a 
French writing-inablcr, ami perhaps never 
saw anything but French wriiin;; in his life, 
always wrote in (he same style that we will 
do; it was really national instinct, in Paris, 
all the writing-masters' proless to leach (ho 
English manner of writing, but \Yith all Iheir 
exertions thny can never yel iheii- pu|)ils to 
adi,pl any but Iho cramped hand uf the 
Freneli. Soino person proleiidcil that ha 
could tell the character of individuals from 
their hand writiii;^. 1 know not whullier he 
spoke the truth or iiol, but assuredly he 
might have nssoi tod with the most perfect 
coiifidufiou that he cDuhl distinguish B man's 
country hy his li.andwritinj^. The difl'erence 
between our writing and that of the French 
is immense — a scliuulbuy would distinguish 
it at a ^'latico. AJi-t together a hundred 
sheots of manuscript written by u hundred 
of our countrymen, and no one would I'ail to 
say which wai the British and which was 
the French, even though iliey should all bo 
written in the same language, and with the 
fiAiiio pun?, ink and paper. The difference 
between lia\i.Mi, Spanish, and German styles 
of wiiting is equally great.

Cap.nivui!OU,s Ft-.kNTS — Of all the tnntances 
ol sensibility in plants, the most rcmarkaliii. ;q 
that of the yenua s lly-UMp . It has a large di- 
lated foot-stalk, nnd leal formed o( lobes fi.xed 
by a middle rib, willi some thnniy iirocesaes or 
jirotuberances, an arrangoiiicnt to give it irri- 
tability. Xatuic provides a honey-like secre- 
tion which attraot.H the ilios and insects to feed 
upon, and by stepping on tlioiii the leaves close, 
and the insect is cnti a[)peil. - 

Mr. Knight first ascertained that this plant 
could be fed on lilameut.s of raw beef, but the 
general complaint is, that it will not live loug 
in this' country, (Kogland) It-oui the want of a 
supply of its pro[)ef food. The lecturer was the 
first to discover lliat the sensibility rosided 
iu the thorns aud not in the middle rib, where 
it was formerly sujipo-icil to belong. Alter 
flies, or any other in.soct.s arc entra])ped, the 
leaves remained closed for severnl days, when 
the insect may be i;cen;8truggli^ng within. 

The procras will go on'uiitil both lobes of 
the leaf arc collap.=ed and straight, and -the 
teeth locked, uiilil at Iii^t, it will open, when 
the in'ieet will be seen cnislied, every jiartielu 
of fluid being absorbed, so that the lly may be 
blown out at iilmoit Ihc first brealli (d wind. 
The lecturer made a series of oxjiei inients on 
this planf.lwbich had been in his ptisscssioii for 
upwards of twelve years, liy feeding it with 
fllainenls ol beef and iniil.toii, and it was at hist 
destrovcil liy aci;ideiit.

On?fAHl!!NX*.Ii,SHRUJis.— Il is amusing and 
Boatcely creditable to see how very few or- 
namentarflUrubs and lone trees were known 
to our ancestors. In tbo days ot Queen 
Anne, and of George I. almost the only or- 
namoulal trees and shrubs were variegated 
hollies, and a few of the conitnoncr kind- 
of roses. What our ancestors wanted in the 
variety, and wo may add finality, of their 
■hrubs was, however, made up in the groat 
(inantily of each sort that was planted. Higti 
bo.v, yew, or holly hedges, a wilderness of 
hornbeam, aud bowers of rose.s, were the 
staple ornaments of their pleasure grounds, 
and a few lilacs and caburnrnntiis wore in- 
troduced by those who wished it to be thought 
that they posssessod a taste for botany. 
During the wh'oW.roiga of Anno, according 
10 Leuden's " Arboretum Britauicum,' not 
above half a dozen flowering shrubs wore 
introduced; and in the reign of George I. 
not above nine or ten more. About the 
middle of the century iho American rhodo- 
dendrons and kalmias began to be planted 
in the Knglish gardens ; and from that period 
to the present time, tho taste lor, and couso- 
fiuenlly tho importation of foreign trees 
and shrubs have inereased so rapidly, that 
between 1811 aud 1830 above 700 new oniu- 
tuenlal liees and shrubs were intrndueud 
into British -ipleasure gronnds.— jWoH//i<y 
Chronicle.

in Mining

Our readers have tloubtlosa lieanl reports of 
Government onicial3 engaged in the adininis 
tration of justice iu British Columbia, hav- 
ing purcliusod into some of tbo ricii claims of 
Cariboo. It is of little cousequenpo itc.os at 
present, wliotlier llieaa reports wore tra« or 
liil.se. The mere possibility of their being 
lomided upon tact is quite sufDciont for our 
purpospi It needs but little argument to show 
what abases might arise in the aduiinistration 
of justice were oiir Gold Commissioners and 
Chief Justices to descend from the Bench to 
dabble in gold claima- in tlio very property 
they are constituted to regulate. It is quite 
true that a man in becoming; a Jiulge or a 
Magistrate does not ordiimiily loose the rip;hts 
of a citizen. Uis right to acquire and hold 
property is just as strong as that of any other 
man. As 1om!5 as the property is ol the com- 
mon description— sucli as l.iiuls, goods, &c., 
there is lilile danger of any Judge being much 
tempted to leave the path ol judicial rectitude. 
But when he i.s placed in the feverish atmos- 
phere ot. a gpld-fleld— wlien he beholds men 
malting fortunes at a stroke— when Lc finds all 
around hitu excited with tbo desire of rapidly 
attaining to wealth— where the Golden Calf is 
worshipped will; adoration, CNchKlins all other 
deities, wc would not be surprised at an occa- 
sional iustance of a Judge becoming morally 
tainted, and infected witli a de.sirc ol sharing 
in the golden ppoil. Disputes, concernins the 
right to rich claiins, arc of very frequent oc- 
currence in all milling countries, and Ur.riboo 
has her own share ot thul kind of litigation. 
Almo-st absolutelpowera respecting the adjust- 
ment of those disputes is given to the Gold 
Commissioners. How dangerous then, is it 
not, that the Commissioner should have the 
privilege of dealing iu such property at all.' 
What confidence can men have that justice 
will not bo sold 1 A Judge may be honest-— 
all his decisions may have been in jicrleel ac- 
cord with the principles of equity— but that 
is not enough; he must, lilic Cw^ar's wife, 
te above suspicion. 

In Australiii, the evil to be apprehended 
from allowing Judges and Commissioners to 
speculate in mining intcrcsta was early fore 
seen. Knactnicnls v.-crc piis;ed prohiljiting 
sncli practices. 'I'he loss of olTicc, and the 
inllii tiou of very heavy fiues, were the penal- 
ties imposed upon ofiiceris guilty of such crim- 
inal conduct. Every one will agree that this 
is only just and proper,' and hiust wish' tr :.-c 
similar laws introduced in British Colni :bia. 
Let our' Judges' and Commissioners be well 
paid, and let them be absolutely prohi dtcd 
irom dealing with such property.

nothing to qualify. This seasnn will prove all 
the facts contained in that letter.

La- 
boring men, or strong, rtjbust, and hearty fel-

these conditions had better not come, fur they 
cannot do well. I cannot repent loo often 
tiiat Vimcouver Islund and nytisli Columbia 
olTer bright prospects as yet for two classes 
only— viz.. laborers and eiipitalisls. Out of 
tlicse two classes circum.^tanees form farnier,s, 
shopkeepers, landed proprietors, and a variety 
of other callings ; but as a rulc,:ia. man to 
succeed should have cither some money or a 
great capacity for labor. .Many who are now 
coming from ICiighind must, from slieer uiilil- 
uess, have an uiifortuuatc experience on get- 
ting into the mines. 

There is no place open for intellectual labor. 
Clerks and young professional men will not 
find a place, and thoir fate must be very mis- 
erable ; but where these fail a navvy, a hcdger, 
and a ploughman or a carpenter will buc- 
cced."
